Commencement   Week,   1905. 

The  program  for  commencement  week,  as  printed  in  the  last 
number  of  the  Bulletin  proved  very  attractive,  as  shown  bv  the 
large  number  of  Rush  Alumni  who  were  present  at  the  various 
clinics  and  social  events. 

The  theatre  party  was  a  most  enjoyable  affair,  a  large  section  of 
the  house  which  had  been  reserved  being  filled  by  the  Alumni  and 
their  friends.  ♦ 

The  Annual  dinner  and  business  meeting-  of  the  Association 
was  the  most  enthusiastic  and  the  largest  held  in  recent  years.  The 
room  provided  was  crowded  to  overflowing.  The  accompanyino- 
minutes  of  the  meeting  will  give  some  idea  as  to  what  was  done 
during  theevening. 

The  graduating  exercises  in  Mandel  Hall,  at  the  University  of 
Chicago,  were  attended  by  a  large  number  of  Alumni,  many  of  whom 
spent  the  interval  between  the  termination  of  the  exercises  and  the 
dinner  in  the  evening  in  inspecting- the  buildings  and  laboratories 
at  the  University  in  which  the  first  two  years  of  the  medical  teach- 
ing is  carried  out.  The  Faculty  and  Alumni  dinner  in  Hutchinson 
Hall  was  attended  by  175  Alumni  and  guests,  and  was  most  enjoy- 
able and  successful  in  every  way. 

One  of  the  most  satisfactory  things  connected  with  the  entire 
week  was  the  enthusiasm  and  interest  with  which  the  graduating 
class  entered  into  all  the  plans. 
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Minutes  of  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Annual  meeting-  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  Rush  Medical 
Colleg-e  was  held  innhe  Union  Hotel,  111  E.  Randolph  St.,  Chicago, 
June  15th,  1905,  at  6  p.  m. 

135  Alumni  were  present.  Dr.  Frank  Billings,  Senior  Dean  of  the 
College,  was  the  Association's  guest. 

During  the  dinner,  informal  talks  were  made  by  several  promin- 
ent Alumni:— Dr.  A.L.  Wright,  1874,  Carroll,  Iowa,  Dr.  J.  H.  W.  Meyer, 
1876,  Laporte,  Indiana,  Dr.  J.  B.  Murphy,  1879,  Chicago,  Dr.  Jas.  W. 
Pettit,  1884,  Ottawa,  Illinois,  Dr.  A.  J.  Ochsner,  1886,  Chicago,  Dr.  A.S. 
Oliver,  1905,  Chicago. 

When  the  dinner  had  been  served,  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order  by  Dr.  D.  H.  Bowen,  '76,  President  of  the  Association. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read    and    approved. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  Dr.  B.  M.  Linnell,  the  acting  Sec- 
retary, Dr.  G.  H.  Weaver  read  the  report  of  the  Secretary.  It  was  as 
follows: — 

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY. 

Your  Secretary,  Dr.  B.  M.  Linnell,  has  been  in  Europe  since 
March,  and  at  his  request  I  have  undertaken  to  continue  his  work 
during  his  absence.  Most  of  the  work  herein  reported  was  perfor- 
med before  his  departure,  and  the  suggestions  made  were  talked 
over  with  him. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  membership  was  216.  Up  to 
June  13,  1905,  the  membership  for  the  present  year  is  671.  This  does 
not  include  100  men  who  have  paid  less  than  one  dollar  into  the 
Alumni  Fellowship  Fund,  andhavepaidnodues.  InaU771  Alumni 
have  paid  dues  or  have  contributed  toward  the  support  of  our 
fellow.  If  we  could  increase  our  membership  to  1000,  this  would 
give  us  a  sufficient  income  to  insure  the  expense  of  our  fellow,  and 
of  the  publication  of  the  Bulletin. 

The  first  volume  of  the  Bulletin  of  the  Alumni  of  Rush  Medi- 
cal College  has  been  gratefully  received  by  the  Alumni,  and  has 
served  the  useful  purpose  of  reviving  and  stimulating  the  interest 
of  the  Alumni.  It  is  suggested  that  this  publication  be  continued 
the  coming  year,  and  that  it  be  enlarged  as  the  income  of  the  Asso- 
ciation will  warrant.  It  should  aim  to  present  matters  which  par- 
ticularly interest  Rush#lumni.  If  a  cover  were  placed  upon  the 
Bulletin,  advertisements  might  be  obtained  for  3  pages  of  this,  and 
some  additional  income  be  secured  which  could  be  used  in  develop- 
ing the  paper.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Association  will  direct  that  this 
be  done  if  found  possible. 

The  Association  through  its  F^xecutive  Committee  has  interested 
itself  in  the  Alumni  reunions  at  thetime  of  meeting-  of  various  State 
Medical  Societies.  This  matter  will  be  presented  by  the  Committee. 
It  may,  however,  not  be  out  place  to  suggest  that  the  Alumni  at 
these  state  meetings  be  requested  to  appoint  a  Secretary  each  year 
who  shall  arrange  for  the  meeting  of  the  following  year.  Where  no 
such  provision  has  been  made,  the  Executive  Committee  might 
make  the  appointment.  Such  secretaries  might  be  designated,  State 
Secretaries  of  the  Alumni  Association.  Apian  for  more  complete 
organization  of  the  Alumni  appears  most  desirable. 

It  may  also  be  suggested  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  in- 
vestigate and  take  such  steps  as  seem  warranted,  regarding-  the  dis- 
tribution of  reprints  of  articles  written  by  Alumni  and  other  mem- 
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bers  of  .^e  College  Faculty  among- members  of  the  Association.  The 
reprints  would  thus  reach  desirable  readers,  and  could  be  mailed 
quarterly  with  the  Bulletin. 

The  Secretary  and  the  College  office  has  done  much  work  toward 
obtaining-  a  correct  mailing  list.  Numerous  complaints  have  been 
made  by  Alumni  that  they  have  not  received  the  Bulletin  contain- 
ing the  Commencement  Week  program.  Copies  of  the  Bulletin 
were  mailed  to  every  alumnus  whose  address  we  have.  When  we 
consider  that  there  are  over  4300  living  alumni,  it  is  easy  to  under- 
stand how  difficult  it  is  to  keep  an  address  list  correct.  In  the  effort 
to  do  this,  the  alumni  are  urged  to  co-operate  with  the  Registrar  of 
the  College  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Association. 

We  desire  to  thank  those  Alumni  who  have  so  promptly  aided  us 
in  our  duties,  and  especially  in  preparations  for  this  meeting. 

Finally  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the 
very  hearty  manner  in  which  the  present  graduating  class,  through 
their  Committee,  has  entered  into  the  formation  and  prosecution  of 
plans  for  Commencement  Week.-

An  Auditing  Committee  consisting  of  Dr.  A.  M.  Corwin,  '90,  E.  I. 
Kook,  '89,  and  J.  A.  Patton,  '90,  was  appointed  by  the  Chair,  and  upon 
it  reporting  that  the  report  was  found  correct  it  was  accepted. 

Dr.  A.  I.  Bouffleur, '87,  Chairman,  reported  on  behalf  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  and  referred  to  the  efforts  of  the  Committee  in 
furthering  the  holding  of  Reunions  of  Rush  Alumni  in    attendance 
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upon  various  State  Medical  Societies.  Short  reports  were  then  re- 
ceived from  Alumni  who  had  attended  such  reunions  in  the  following 
states  this  year: — Kansas,  Dr.  Slaymaker.  Nebraska,  Dr.  Rhodes, 
Illinois,  Dr.  Favill,  Iowa,  Dr.  Bouffleur,  Minnesota,  Dr.  T.  C.  Clark, 
Wisconsin,  Dr.  Dodson,  Indiana,  Dr.  Briggs. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Fellowship  Committee  then  read  the  report 
of  the  Committee,  which  was  accepted. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Clark  that  a  fellow  be  appointed  for  the 
year  now  beginning,  to  be  paid  $100,  and  that  $100  from  the  Associa- 
tion's income  the  coming  year  be  set  aside  for  the  payment  of  a  fel- 
low during  the  following  year.  The  motion  received  a  second  and 
was  carried.

Upon  motion  by  Dr.  Clark,  the  report  was  accepted  and  adopted 
and  the  Alumni  named  were  unanimously  elected. 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Craig,  his  report  as  Necrologist  was 
read  by  title  only. 

Under  Miscellaneous  Business,  Dr.  Bouffleur  offered  an  amend- 
ment to  the  By-Laws,  making  all  members  of  the  College  Faculty, 
who  are  not  Rush  Alumni,  associate  members    of    the    Association. 

Upon  motion  by  Dr.  Dodson  the  amendment  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

The  report  from  the  Committee  appointed  a  3^ear  previous^  to 
consider  the  matter  of  life  membership  was  read  by  Dr.  Corwin. 
The  report  was  accepted  and  the  Committee  continued  to  report 
next  year.  Dr.  Dodson  moved  that  the  Executive  Committee  be 
authorized  to  take  steps  to  bring  about  some  permanent  connection 
betwsen  the  various  Sta^e  Alumni  Organizations  and  the  general 
Association:  In  this  organization  the  local  secretaries  should  be 
known  as  State  Secretaries  of  the  Alumni  Association.  Second  and 
carried. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to  Dr.  Weaver  for  his  services  as 
Secretary,  during  the  absence  of  Dr.  Linnell. 

On  motion  the  Association  adjourned. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Rush  Alumni 
Fellowship  Fund. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Association  one  year  ago,  your 
Committee  was  reappointed  with  certain  additions,  and  instructed 
to  secure  funds  from  Alumni  for  a  fellowship  fund.  It  was  further 
directed  to  appoint  a  fellow  only  when  the  money    for    his   support 
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had  been  obtained.  As  the  money  came  in  slowly,  it  was  deemed 
oest  to  make  no  appointment  until  after  this  meeting-.  We  are 
happy  to  report  that  the  required  $100.00  is  in  the  bank,  and  that  the 
fellow  for  the  coming  year  can  now  be  started  on  his  work  with  the 
assurance  that  his  pay  will  not  be  dependent  upon  what  we  can 
raise  while  he  is  doing  his  work. 

The  greater  part  of  the  $400.00  has  been  contributed  by  Alumni 
in  sums  of  one  dollar.  A  few  Alumni  have  contributed  2,  5  and  10 
dollars  apiece.  One  hundred  Alumni  have  contributed  $37.00  of  the 
amount  in  sums  of  25  and  50  cents  each.  The  Committee  has  to  re- 
port only  one  fact  wb/Ich  has  been  disappointing.  About  350  Alum- 
ni who  contributed  last  year  to  the  fellowship  fund  have  failed  to 
do  so  this  year.  This  is  partly  counterbalanced  however  by  the 
considerable  number  of  Alumni  who  have  contributed  this  year  for 
the  first  time.  Idaho  is  the  banner  state.  50$  of  the  Alumni  in  the 
state  contributed  last  year,  and  this  year  every  one  of  the  same  men 
again  contributed,  and  added  one-third  to  their  combined  contri- 
butions.    No  other  state  has  nearly  so  good  a  showing. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  $400.00  be  put  aside   the    c 
ino-  year  to  pay  the  fellow  of    the    succeeding    year.       Whether   t 
should    be    collected    as    a    separate    fund,    or  be  removed  from  tti 
regular  funds  of  the    Association    must    be    determined.     Some    ex- 
pense, and  considerable  duplication  of  work  could  be  avoided  if  the 
Secretary    were    instructed    to    collect    this    together  with  the  dues. 
Until  our  membership  is  further  increased,  it  will    be    necessary    to 
depend  upon  the  payment  byr  some  Alumni  of  something  in  addition 
to  their  dues.     From  the  loyal  support  which    the-    Alumni    Fellow- 
ship has  so  far  received ,  the  Committee  feels  confident    that   it    will 
also  receive  it  in  the  future,  and  that   the    permanency    of    this   Fel- 
lowship is  secure.

Alumni  Reunions  at  State  Medical  Society  Meetings. 

With  the  efficient  co-operation  of  local  Alumni,  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Alumni  Association  together  with  the  Alumni 
Committee  of  the  College  Faculty,  this  year  arranged  for  Alumni 
Reunions  at  the  time  of  the  meetingof  eight  State  Medical  Societies. 
These  meetings  were  universally  successful,  and  the  men  in  attend- 
ance at  each  of  them  determined  to  make  them  annual  events.  The 
following  brief  statement  regarding  the  various  reunions  is  gather- 
ed from  letters  and  reports  from  Alumni  in  attendance. 

Nebraska— May  3rd— at  Lincoln.  Dr.  M.  H.  Garten, '71,  of  Lincoln,  had 
the  reunion  in  charge.  Out  of  125  Alumni  in  the  state,  35  sat  down 
to  the  "Dutch  Lunch"  at  which  Dr.  Garten  presided.  Drs.  Ingals  and 
Rhodes,  of  the  College  Faculty,  were  present  as  guests.  Dr.  Ingals 
gave  an  interesting-  talk  on  the  progressive  history  of  the  College  in 
the  last  few  years,  in  its  affiliation  with  the  University  of  Chicago, 
the  gradual  increase  in  the  requirements  for  graduation,  and  the 
entrance  requirements,  and  the  general  advancement  in  medical 
education,  assuring  the  Alumni  that  Rush  College  was  now.  as  it 
had  ever  striven  to  be,  in  the  forefront,  and  proposed  to  take  no 
backward  step.  Dr.  Rhodes  interested  those  present  by  a  large 
number  of  photographs  of  the  College  buildings,  exterior  and  inter- 
ior views,  and  of  the  Hull  Biological  Laboratories  at  the  University. 
Remarks  were  also  made  by  Dr.  Chrietie,'68.  and  Dr.  Von  Mansfelde, 
'72,  and  others,  recalling  some  features  in    the    methods    of   the    old 
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days,  and  pleasant  reminiscences.  A  permanent  organization  was 
effected  by  the  election  of  Dr.  M.  H.  Garten,  71,  of  Lincoln,  as  Presi- 
dent, and  Dr.  F.  E  dough,  '02,  of  Alliance,  as  Secretary.  It  was  de- 
cided to  hold  these  reunions  yearly. 

Kansas— May  4th— at  Wichita.  The  arrangements  were  made  by  Dr. 
J.  D.  Freeman,  '97,  of  Topeka.  Out  of  175  Alumni  in  the  state,  31  were 
present  at  the  dinner,  at  which  Dr.  Freeman  acted  as  toastmaster. 
Dr.  S.  R.  Slaymaker,  of  the  College  Faculty,  was  present  as  a  guest. 
The  Alumni  were  welcomed  by  Dr.  J.  F.  Gsell,  '95,  of  Wichita.  Talks 
were  made  by  Dr.  S.  S.  Glasscock,  '87.  of  Kansas  City,  Dr.  H.  M. 
Moses,  '99,  of  Salina,  and  Dr.  L.  L.  Uhls,  '81,  of  Osawatomie,  Dr. 
Ruben  B.  Wetmore,  '66,  of  Coyville,  one  of  the  oldest  living  Alumni 
in  Kansas,  came  to  Wichita  specially  to  attend  the  meeting.  Those 
present  were  much  interested  in  hearing  from  Dr.  Slaymaker  of  the 
changes  which  had  taken  place  at  Rush,  and  a  strong  spirit  of  loy- 
alty to  the  Alma  Mater  was  manifested. 

Iowa — IVIay  18th — at  DesM«ines.  The  Second  Annual  Banquet  of  the 
Rush  Alumni  of  [owa  was  most  successful.  The  arrangements 
were  made  by  Drs.  S.G.H.  Hill,  G.N.Ryan  and  Chas.B.Frisbie.  Dr.E. 
W.  Clark,  '71,  of  Grinnell,  Pres.,  presided  at  the  dinner.  Talks  were 
made  by  Dr  D.  H.  Bowen,  '76,  of  Waukon,  Dr.  J.  A.  Scroggs,  '74  of 
Keokuk,  Dr.  A.  R.  Amos,  '82,  of  DesMoines  and  Dr.  W.  S.  Grimes,  '74, 
of  Wapello.  Dr.  Bouffleur  and  Dr.  Findle}r  of  the  College  Faculty 
were  present  as  guests.  Dr.  Bouffleur  spoke  of  "Rush  men  as  [  see 
them."  Dr.  Findley  spoke  of  "Rush,  present  and  future."  He 
showed  about  50  stereopticon  slides  of  old  and  new  Rush,  including 
those  of  old  building  and  of  various  members  of  the  early  Faculty 
beginning  with  Daniel  Brainard  and  ending  with  Prof.  Haines.  In 
a  letter  to  Prof.  Haines,  Dr.  Clark  had  this  to  eay  of   the    meeting:— 

"It  affords  me  unbounded  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the  Rush 
College  Alumni  Banquet  held  in  Des  Moines,  la.,  on  the  evening  of 
the  18th  inst,  was  a  grand  success.  I  want  to  thank  you  personally 
and  through  you  the  Faculty  for  the  interest  taken  in  the  event  by 
sending  out  two  representatives.  Dr.  Bouffleur's  talk  and  Dr.  Find- 
ley's  most  excellent  stereopticon  displav  certainly  added  very 
materially  to  the  success  of  the  occasion.  Nearly  100  "Rush  Lights" 
were  present  and  all  enthusiastic  for  "Old  Rush."  Except  possibly 
Illinois,  there  is  no  other  state  where  Rush  is  so  much  in  evidence 
as  in  Iowa.  We  expect  a  continuation  of  these  social  gatherings, 
and  will  be  pleased  to  have  our  Alma  Mater  join  with  us  in  making 
them  mutually  pleasant  and  profitable.  With  a  sincere  hope  that 
Rush's  Star  may  ever  remain  in  the  ascendenc}^  and  its  light  grow 
brighter  as  time  goes  on." 

The  Secretary  for  Iowa  is  Dr.  Wm.  Van  Werden,'85,  of  DesMoines. 

Minnesota— June  2nd— at  St.  Paul.  Arrangements  were  made  by  Dr. 
Chamberlin,'82,  of  St.  Paul,  and  Dr.  T.  C.  Clark,  '81',  of  Stillwater. 
Thirty-three  Alumni  were  present,  and  Dr.Dodson  of  the  College  was 
a  guest. 

The  matter  of  the  Minnesota  Medical  Practice  act  and  the  ruling 
of  the  Board  was  discussed.  The  sentiment  was  unanimous  to  the 
effect  that  either  the  ruling  of  the  Board  was  illegal  or  unjustifiable 
or  that  the  statutes  should  be  amended,  and  a  committee  of  5  was 
appointed  to  consider  the  matter  and  secure  an  opinion  from  the 
new  Attorney  General  of  the  State  and  present  a  report  at  the  meet- 
ing next  year.  Dr.  Dodson  gave  an  account  of  the  recent  changes 
in  the  College,  and  exhibited  a  large  number  of  pictures  of  the 
buildings  and  rooms,  both  at  Rush  and  the   University.     Much  en- 


ihusiasm  was  manifested  and  it  was  decided  to  hold  a  similar  meet- 
ing in  connection  with  each  annual  session  of  the  Minnesota  State 
Medical  Association.  A  permanent  organization  was  effected  with 
the  following:  officer.*:  President.  Dr.  Chas.  Hill,  '57,  of  Pine  Island, 
V-Pres.,  Dr.  Daniel  Maxon  Cool,  '61,  of  Faribault,  Sec.  and  Treas.,  Dr.

Indiana—June  8th— French  Lick  Springs.  Arrangements  were  made  by 
Dr.  J.  R.  Crowder,  '97,  of  Sullivan.

Report  of  the  Alumni  Committee. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Alumni  Association  : 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  Rush  Medical 
College,  Dr.  Frank  Billings  stated  that  the  recent  changes  in  the  policy  of 
of  the  college  had  so  reduced  the  revenues  that  it  was  necessary  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  to  contribute  their  salaries  in  order  to  meet  current 
expenses.  He  said  this  grew  out  of  the  fact  that  they  had  raised  the  standard 
of  preliminary  requirements,  and  lengthened  the  course,  which  had  resulted 
in  reducing  the  student  body  one-half;  also  that  they  did  not  derive  any 
benefit  from  the  student's  fees  during  the  first  two  years.  This  was  a 
revelation  to  me  as  it  must  have  been  to  those  who  heard  the  statement. 

When  notified  of  my  election  as  President  of  the  Association  it  occurred 
to  me  that  some  action  should  be  taken  to  rally  the  graduates  of  Rush  to 
the  support  of  the  faculty  in  carrying  the  college  through  this  crisis.     The 


suggestion  was  made  that  a  visiting  committee  be  appointed  to  investigate 
the  affairs  of  the  college  and  report  to  the  Association.  This  met  with  favor 
and  as  a  result  a  committee  was  appointed  from  several  of  the  leading  states 
in  the  northwest.  The  plan  met  with  the  cordial  endorsement  of  the  trustees 
and  faculty  who  have  assisted  us  in  securing  the  data  contained  in  the  sub- 
joined report.

To  the  Members  oe  the  Alumni  Association  : 

The  relation  of  Rush  Medical  College  to  the  University  of  Chicago  seems 
not  to  have  been  fully  understood.  This  has  had  a  tendency  to  estrange  some 
of  our  members  who  are  under  the  impression  that  Rush  either  has,  or  will 
by  the  change  lose  her  identity.  Your  committee,  therefore,  is  glad  to  present 
the  actual  conditions  based  on  the  facts  which  were  ascertained. 

The  affiliation  of  Rush  with  the  University  of  Chicago  consummated  in 
1898,  was  conceived  and  entered  into  by  the  faculty  in  the  belief  that  such  an 
arrangement  would  insure  more  certainly  than  any  other  the  permanent  high 
standing  and  continued  advancement  of  the  college.  In  keeping  with  the 
progressive  spirit  of  the  age  the  standard  of  requirements  for  a  medical 
education  have  been  raised  until  it  is  no  longer  possible  for  the  proprietary 
college  to  meet  the  demand.  Under  the  old  regime,  when  medical  practi- 
tioners were  also  teachers,  Rush  was  justly  famous  and  prosperous.  It  is 
perfectly  natural,  and  in  a  certain  sense  commendable,  that  her  alumni,  and 
especially  those  who  sat  at  the  feet  of  Allen,  Gunn,  Ross,  Parkes,  Miller,  and 
others  of  blessed  memory,  should  resent  any  change  in  the  policy  of  our 
Alma  Mater,  which  would  tend  to  obscure  the  glory  of  her  past,  or  leave 
nothing  of  her  but  a  memory. 

The  large  enrollment  of  students  for  the  years  preceding  the  affiliation, 
and  the  satisfactory  pecuniary  status  of  the  college,  seemed  abundant 
guarantee  of  its  material  prosperity.  But  the  faculty  realized  that  under 
existing  conditions  no  medical  school  could  attain  to  the  largest  efficiency 
excepting  by  union  with  a  great  University.  The  motives  which  impelled 
the  faculty  to  make  the  change  were  most  unselfish,  and  prompted  by  a  high 
sense  of  duty.  After  years  of  toil  and  self-denial  on  their  part  Rush  enjoyed 
the  distinction  of  having  the  largest  number  of  students  of  any  American 
medical  school,  and  the  large  income  from  fees  was  sufficient  to  provide  very 
satisfactory  instruction  along  the  existing  lines.  Notwithstanding  these  facts, 
the  faculty  saw  that  medical  education  of  the  future  was  to  be  along  Univer- 
sity lines.  The  University  of  Chicago  had  announced  its  intention  to  institute 
a  medical  department  and  with  its  high  ideals,  comprehensive  plans,  and  large 
resources,  this  was  certain  to  occupy  a  commanding  position  among  the 
medical  institutions  of  the  world.  Actuated  by  a  desire  to  insure  for  Rush 
College  a  permanent  position  among  medical  schools,  those  in  control,  as  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  and  board  of  trustees,  paid  up  in  full  its  bonded  debt  of 
$71,000  and  gave  it  absolutely  into  the  hands  of  a  board  of  trustees  selected 
by  the  University,  and  agreed  that  this  institution  should  control  its  edu- 
cational policy.  This  arrangement  was  made  with  absolute  freedom  from  any 
conditions  or  pledges,  expressed  or  implied,  as  to  the  personal  interest  of  the 
old  faculty,  that  there  might  be  no  hindrance  to  the  selection  of  the  strongest 
possible  instructional  force,  and  the  development  of  the  college  as  rapidly  as 
might  be  along  University  lines.  The  offer  was  accepted  upon  these  condi- 
tions, which  severely  tested  the  courage  of  the  faculty  and  their  devotion  to 
the  advancement  of  medical  education.  Their  compliance  with  the  demands 
made  upon  them  was  the  most  remarkable  exhibition  of  devotion  to  the  cause 
of  advanced  medical  education  of  which  we  have  any  record,  and  this  in  itself 
should  be  a  sufficient  guarantee  of  the  integrity  of  the  motives  of  the 
faculty,  and  their  high  sense  of  duty  in  keeping  our  Alma  Mater  where  she 
always  has  been — in  the  front  rank  of  medical  colleges  in  the  United  States. 

The  arrangement  still  continues  as  one  of  affiliation  only.     The  financial 
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management  is  vested  in  a  board  of  trustees,  separate  from  the  University 
board,  but  the  relation  in  an  educational  way  is  more  intimate  than  that 
which  exists  in  any  American  medical  college  and  the  University  of  which  it 
is  a  part. 

It  is  not  practicable  within  the  limits  assigned  to  this  report  to  give  a 
detailed  account  of  the  several  departments  which  we  visited.  The  instruc- 
tion of  the  first  two  years  of  the  medical  curriculum  in  the  fundamental 
medical  branches  is  wholly  in  the  hands  of  the  University.  The  members  of 
its  faculty  giving  these  medical  courses,  belong  at  the  same  time,  and  by  virtue 
of  that  fact,  to  the  faculty  of  Rush  Medical  College.  The  fees  of  the  students 
of  the  first  two  years  are  paid  to  the  University  as  it  bears  all  the  expense 
of  this  part  of  the  course  which  does  not  cost  Rush  College  anything.  The 
cost  to  the  University  of  instruction  for  the  first  two  years  is  far  in  excess  of 
the  fees  paid  by  the  students. 

This  plan  has  not  only  placed  the  student  of  the  first  two  years  under 
exceptionally  advantageous  conditions  for  the  pursuit  of  these  branches,  but 
has  made  it  possible  to  devote  all  the  energy  and  resources  of  the  college 
proper  (on  the  West  Side)  to  the  teaching  of  the  clinical  branches  of  medi- 
cine. Thus  far  it  has  only  been  possible  to  greatly  enlarge  and  perfect 
teaching  and  research  work  in  chemistry,  physiology,  anatomy,  pathology,  and 
other  elementary  branches.  The  facilities  afforded  at  the  University  for  the 
successful  teaching  of  these  branches  are  unsurpassed,  although  even  these 
departments  are  in  the  their  infancy.  Any  one  department  of  elementary 
instruction  alone,  represents  as  large  an  outlay  as  the  total  equipment  of  the 
average  proprietary  medical  college.  The  changes  already  made  by  Rush 
Medical  College  are  merely  the  first  steps  of  a  definite  program.  The  plans 
that  now  shape  the  policy  of  the  college  contemplate  not  only  systematic 
development  of  the  most  elaborate  teaching  equipment  in  every  department, 
but  provision  for  laboratory  and  clinical  teaching  that  will  be  unsurpassed. 

This  then  explains  the  reasons  for  Dr.  Billings'  remark  with  regard  to  the 
present  financial  status  of  the  college,  which  more  briefly  stated  is  this : 

During  the  time  intervening  between  the  present  affiliation  and  the  com- 
plete amalgamation  contemplated  in  the  future,  the  college  has  no  means  o{ 
support  excepting  the  fees  from  students.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  im- 
proved methods  of  instruction  are  much  more  expensive  than  formerly ;  the 
advanced  preliminary  requirements  for  admission ;  and  that  the  fees  for  the 
first  two  years  are  paid  to  the  University,  the  problem  of  meeting  the  expenses 
becomes  serious.  The  faculty  foresaw  that  this  was  a  part  of  the  price  which 
they  must  pay  for  the  commanding  position  which  they  sought  for  Rush  and 
this  in  our  opinion  adds  to  their  honor  and  should  enlist  our  hearty  support. 
It  is  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  Rush  shares  in  the  endowment  of  the  Univer- 
sity. For  the  present  the  expense  of  the  medical  department  must  be  met  by 
:ees  from  the  students,  the  deficiency  being  made  good  from  other  than 
University  sources.  It  is  also  a  mistake  to  assume  that  Rush  will  lose  her 
itity  in  the  merger.     This  is  no  part  of  the  plan,  for  the  University  authori- 

as  well  as  the  trustees  and  faculty  appreciate  the  value  of  the  honored 
.  le  and  history  of  Rush  Medical  College.  A  conservative  estimate  of  the 
program  which  the  next  decade  will  witness  toward  realizing  the  plans  already 
•  :  lined,  places  the  standards  of  the  college  far  above  the  level  which  it  could 
have  reached  on  the  former  basis.  This  will  increase  the  value  of  the 
diploma,  not  only  to  those  who  graduate  in  the  future,  but  to  those  who  have 
graduated  in  the  past 

In  the  affiliation  of  Rush  with  the  University  of  Chicago,  the  faculty 
:  e  not  made  a  mistake,  but  have  grasped  a  great  opportunity  which  will 
place  the  college  on  a  sure  and  permanent  foundation.  Her  faculty  has 
''stepped  into  the  tide  at  its  flood,"  which  is  to  carry  her  on  to  greater  use- 
fulness. "Truly  hath  fortune  and  honor  linked  themselves  together  as  a 
fitting  jewel."  The  complete  amalgamation  of  the  college  with  the  University 
is  contemplated.  When  this  occurs,  the  vast  amount  of  money  needed  to 
develop  and  maintain  the  medical  department  will  not  depend  upon  the  con- 
tingency of  student's  fees. 
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In  the  language  of  one  of  our  professors  at  the  conference  of  your  com- 
mittee with  the  faculty,  "the  largest  heritage  of  old  Rush  will  always  be  her 
Alumni,  and  without  their  loyalty  and  support  she  cannot  prosper,  no  matter 
how  comprehensive  her  plans,  or  how  large  her  resources." 

The  faculty  needs  our  assistance  in  upholding  the  high  standard  which 
they  have  established.  They  do  not  ask  for  financial  aid,  but  they  do  need 
our  moral  support  and  assistance  in  securing  the  best  class  of  well  equiped 
medical  students.  The  ideals  in  preliminary  equipment  before  beginning  the 
medical  course  (that  is,  two  years  in  a  first-class  college),  have  already  been 
reached  so  that  in  the  very  near  future  every  graduate  of  Rush  will  hold  the 
bachelors  degree  in  science  or  arts. 

The  object  of  our  visit  and  this  report  is  to  correct  certain  misappre- 
hensions and  misunderstandings,  which  have  grown  out  of  the  rapid  and 
radical  changes  that  have  taken  place.  We  earnestly  hope  this  report,  brief 
and  imperfect  as  it  is,  may  at  least  stimulate  sufficient  interest  to  lead  to  an  in- 
quiry as  to  existing  conditions,  feeling  assured  that  there  can  be  but  one  con- 
clusion, which  is  that  of  your  committee,  and  that  is  that  in  all  that  has  been 
done  our  faculty  have  acted  wisely  and  well,  and  deserve  the  enthusiastic 
support  of  every  loyal  alumnus  in  the  magnificent  and  comprehensive  work 
which  they  have  undertaken  and  thus  far  successfully  accomplished.

On  November  10th, 
1905,  the  alumni  whose  names  appear  signed  to  the  above  report,  assem- 
bled at  the  Chicago  Athletic  Club  at  6:30  P.  M.  with  several  members  of 
the  Faculty,  and  heard  statements  from  them  on  the  situation.  The  next 
morning  was  spent  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  looking  over  the  plant 
and  equipment.  At  noon  they  met  some  members  of  the  teaching  force  of 
the  Medical  school  at  luncheon  at  the  Quadrangle  Club.  The  afternoon 
was  spent  at  the  College  on  the  West  Side,  and  at  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital. The  whole  field  was  thus  gone  over  as  carefully  as  possible  in  the 
limited  time.     This  excellent  report  is  the  result  of  this  conference. 

The  members  of  this  committee  paid  their  own  expenses,  so  that  the 
Alumni  Association  is  under  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  them.  They  are 
all  men  of  prominence  in  their  communities  and  the  medical  profession. 
The  report  will  have  weight  and  force. 

We  hope  that  many  self-appointed  committees  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion will  visit  the  institution  and  go  over  the  same  ground.  Members  of 
the  Faculty  have  frequently  expressed  the  wish  that  more  of  the  alumni 
would  visit  the  College  and  observe  present  day  conditions  and  equipment.

Dr.  Asa  Clark,  of  Stockton,  Cal.,  received  his  early  education  in  the 
common  schools  and  at  Wilson's  Academy  of  Chicago.  Being  a  resident  of 
Chicago  and  a  private  student  of  Professor  Daniel  Brainard,  he  entered  Rush 
Medical  College  in  the  year  1846,  and  was  graduated  therefrom  in  February, 
1849.  He  went  to  California  in  July,  1849,  and  immediately  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  medicine  in  Placerville,  El  Dorado  County.  In  1861  he  was 
elected  by  the  Legislature  of  California,  Assistant  Physician  of  the  State  In- 
sane Asylum,  which  office  he  held  until  1871,  when  he  resigned  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  a  private  hospital  for  the  insane,  which  institution  is 
now  being  conducted  by  his  son,  Dr.  Fred  P.  Clark.  In  October,  1892,  he  was 
elected  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Stockton  State  Insane  Asylum,  which 
position  he  still  holds. 

Dr.  Clark  is  a  member  of  the  San  Joaquin  Co.  Med.  Society,  Northern 
California  District  Med.  Society,  California  State  Med.  Society,  and  the  Am. 
Med.  Assn. 

1850 

Dr.  Thos.  G.  KxeppER,  of  Lathrop,  Clinton  Co.,  Mo.,  received  his  early 
education  at  a  district  school  and  the  high  school  at  Rushville  111.  He  en- 
tered Rush  in  the  fall  of  1849  and  was  graduated  the  following  Spring.  He 
was  married  in  1851  to  Miss  Mary  E.  Hoyt,  and  has  eight  children — six 
boys  and  two  girls.  All  of  his  sons  are  business  men  except  one,  who  studied 
law  at  Columbia,  Mo.,  was  Prosecuting  Attorney  for  four  years,  and  was 
elected  recently  to  Congress  from  the  Third  Congressional  District  of  Mis- 
souri. Dr.  Klepper  has  not  been  in  active  practice  for  the  last  fourteen 
years.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  the  time  he  attended  Rush,  Chicago 
claimed  but  30,000  people,  and  there  was  but  one  brick  business  block  in  the 
city.

Dr.  Leeds  married  Miss  Hanna  Wilson  in  '56,  and  has  had  three  daugh- 
ters.    He  is  a  member  of  the  State  Med.  Society  and  the  Am.  Med.  Assn. 

1857 

Dr.  E.  A.  Wilcox,  of  Minonk,  111.,  received  his  early  education  at  the 
Mt.  Morris  Academy.  He  entered  Rush  in  the  year  '54,  and  was  graduated 
from  there  in  '57,  after  which  he  practiced  for  one  year  in  Lacon,  111.     Dr. 
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Wilcox  received  an  Honorary  Degree  from  Rush  in  '74.  He  was  chosen  to 
the  State  Senate  in  1870,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Republican  State  Central 
Committee  and  served  as  such  for  eight  years.

1858 

Dr.  Chas.  Norman  Eeeinwood,  of  2739  Pacific  avenue,  San  Francisco, 
Cal.,  received  his  preparatory  education  at  Hatheway  Academy,  Chicago,  and 
from  private  tutors.  His  personal  acqauintance  with  the  Faculty  of  Rush 
Medical  College,  especially  with  Drs.  Blaney,  Brainard  and  Davis,  led  him  to 
enter  the  college  in  1853,  and  was  graduated  from  it  in  1858.  He  was  a 
student  in  Paris  at  the  Ecole  de  Medicine,  1860-1862.  He  became  U.  S.  Army 
Surgeon  in  1862,  and  remained  in  that  capacity  three  years.  In  1868  he  began 
practicing  in  San  Francisco,  where  he  is  at  the  present  time.

Dr.  Ellinwood  served  as  Surgeon  of  the  74th  Illinois  Infantry  Volunteers 
and  Brigade  Surgeon  from  1862  to  the  end  of  the  war  of  the  rebellion ;  was 
Surgeon  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital  Service  1872-1879;  is  a  Comrade  in  the  Grand 
Armj''  of  the  Republic,  and  Companion,  Military  order  Loyal  Legion  of  the 
United  States.  He  is  a  member  of  numerous  societies,  among  them  being 
the  California  State  Medical  Society  and  the  Am.  Med.  Assn.  He  has  been 
a  frequent  contributor  to  current  literature  by  papers  on  surgical  subjects  and 
addresses  to  Medical  societies. 

John  Randolph  Webster,  of  Monmouth,  111.,  entered  Rush  in  the  year

graduate  work  in  Jefferson  Medical  College,  Philadelphia,  in  1863,  gradu- 
ating from  there  in  '64. 

Pie  was  Army  Surgeon  under  Gen.  Abner  C.  Harding.  He  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  Second  National  Bank  of  Monmouth,  and  Vice-President  of  it 
for  over  thirty  years  and  Director  of  it  for  some  time. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Susannah  Nye  in  1858,  and  has  three  sons,  one 
of  whom  is  instructor  in  Rush  at  the  present  time. 

Dr.  Webster's  father  was  also  a  physician  and  he  stood  at  the  head  of 
his  profession  in  Monmouth,  and  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate  in  185 1. 

Dr.  Webster  is  a  member  of  the  following  societies :  American  Med. 
Assn.,  Illinois  State  Med.  Society,  Military  Tract  Med.  Society,  and  Warren 
County  Med.  Society.  He  was  the  first  President  of  Board  of  Monmouth 
Hospital.

Dr.  W.  S.  Kreider  of  Prairie  City,  111.,  matriculated  at  Rush  in  November, 
1856,  and  was  graduated  from  there  in  1859.     He  has  practiced  medicine  49 
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years  in  Prairie  City.     In  1857  he  married  Miss  Louisa  C.  Weaver,  and  has 
four  daughters. 

He  belongs  to  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Order. 
A  brother,  the  late  Dr.  H.  W.  Kreider  of  Galesburg,  was  graduated  from  Rush 
in  1856. 

Dr.  Wm.  Haines  Lyford,  Port  Huron,  111.,  received  his  early  school 
training  at  Iowa  College,  then  situated  at  Davenport,  la.  In  1856  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  late  Dr.  Nathan  Smith  Davis,  then  Professor  of 
Practice  of  Medicine  in  Rush,  he  entered  that  college  and  was  graduated  in 
the  year  1859,  after  which  he  studied  with  Dr.  Davis  and  associated  himself 
with  him  in  his  work  at  his  office  for  over  a  year.  Dr.  Lyford  attended  the 
post  graduate  course  at  Rush  in  1883,  and  took  the  regular  course  of  lectures 
in  the  year  '83  and  '84.  In  the  year  1861  he  married  Miss  Jane  Holmes  and 
has  had  five  sons  and  eight  daughters.

Dr.  Leroy  Grant  Armstrong,  Boscobel,  Wis.,  was  born  March  7,  1834, 
at  Courtland,  N.  Y.  His  early  education  was  received  at  Fort  Atkinson 
Academy.  He  then  took  a  course  at  the  Wisconsin  State  University  and  in 
1856  matriculated  at  Rush  College.  He  was  graduated  in  1859  in  a 
class  of  thirty-one  students,  receiving  first  honors  in  surgery.  He  commenced 
the  practice  of  medicine  at  Palmyra,  Wis.,  in  company  with  Dr.  Riddell,  and 
continued  there  for  a  year  and  a  half.  He  practiced  in  Fennimore,  Wis., 
from  i860  to  1862,  when  he  accepted  a  commission  as  Assistant  Surgeon  of 
the  8th  Regiment,  Wis.

Dr.  Hatch  was  a  member  of  the  Indiana  House  of  Representatives  in  1872-73, 
and  also  a  member  of  the  54th  Congress. 

In  1881  he  married  Miss  Sarah  Schaeffer,  of  Lancaster,  Ohio,  and  has 
two  children.  A  nephew,  Chas.  E.  Winslow,  attended  Rush  and  was  gradu- 
ated in  the  class  of  '82. 

Dr.  Hatch  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  was  Surgeon  of  the 
36th  Ills.

Rush  secures  fourteen  places  out  of  the  twenty;  Northwestern,  four; 

and  P.  &  S.,  two,  with  the  honor  of  the  first  place.  The  grades  of  the  first 
five  men  are  all  within  one  point  of  each  other.  Rush  sent  up  only  twenty 
men  for  this  examination  —  less  than  either  of  the  other  col leg-es  repre- 
sented on  this  list.  H.  B.  Thompson  is  third  Alternate.  There  is  a  possi- 
bility that  he  may  secure  a  place.  You  will  note  that  two  men  of  last 
year's  class  are  on  this  list.  Menzies  is  at  present  an  Interne  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital,  on  the  service  of  Dr.  Billings.  Dr.  T.  A.  Olney,  '92,  was 
the  last  Interne  to  take  this  double  service,  and  Dr.  E.  J.  Mellish,  '86, 
(deceased)  the  first. 

The  Hospital  Internship  positions  open  now  to  Rush  graduates  are  so 
numerous  that  practically  every  graduate  of  Rush  who  is  not  married  can 
secure  such  a  service  if  he  so  desires.  Almost  all  of  the  last  two  or  three 
classes  have  been  placed,  and  some  good  services  have  gone  begging. 

The  Cook  County  Hospital  examination  usually  receives  the  attention 
of  the  best  men  in  the  class.  This  year  some  of  the  highest-average  men, 
for  some  reason,  did  not  compete ;  otherwise  our  showing  might  bave  been 
even  better.  

Dr.  Weaver,  Chairman  of  the  Fellowship  Fund  Committee,  has 
written  a  letter  to  the  Alumni  which  is  enclosed  with  this  Bulletin,  but  it  is 
only  sent  with  the  coin  cases  to  those  who  have  not  yet  contributed  this  year 
to  the  Fellowship  Fund  or  to  the  Membership  Fund  of  the  Association.    The 
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Association  has  set  its  mark  for  one  thousand  members  this  year.  We  have 
not  yet  reached  that  number.  Will  you  see  to  it  that  you  become  a  member 
before  the  next  Bulletin  is  issued  in  June?  This  will  enable  us  to  carry  on 
the  Fellowship  work  for  next  year.  This  work  undertaken  by  the  Associa- 
tion has  produced  results  of  which  the  Association  may  well  be  proud  and 
promises  still  greater  benefits  to  the  cause  of  experimental  medicine.  Be 
sure  that  you  are  a  member  of  the  Association  or  have  contributed  to  the 
Fellowship  Fund.

He  attended  his  first  course  at 
Rush  in  1860-61,  and  his  last  course  in  1865-66,  when  he  was  graduated.  H« 
began  practice  at  once  at  Postville,  la.,  remaining  there  until  1890,  when  he 
moved  to  Rockford,  la.,  where  he  now  resides.

Dr.  Frank  L.  Lewis,  of  Beatrice,  Neb.,  after  receiving  his  academic  edu- 
cation in  the  Hardwick  Seminary,  Vermont,  and  the  University  of  Michigan, 
matriculated  at  Rush  in  1869,  graduating  from  there  in  1870.  He  has  done 
post-graduate  work  at  a  number  of  hospitals  in  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  and 
New  York. 

In  1869  he  married  Miss  Jennie  J.  Brandt,  of  Eureka,  Wis.,  who  died  in 
1881.  He  married  his  second  wife,  Miss  Emily  Blesch,  of  Green  Bay,  Wis., 
in  188.3,  and  has  one  living  son. 

He  served  in  the  6th  Vol.  Infy.  2nd  Brigade  2nd  Div.  6th  Army  Corps 
from  June,  1862  to  June,  1865,  and  was  with  the  army  of  the  Potomac,  serv- 
ing under  Gen.  Phil  Sheridan.  He  was  in  fourteen  pitched  battles,  over 
thirty  skirmishes  and  lay  in  trenches  before  Petersburg  over  100  days ;  he 
was  wounded  badly  in  the  leg  at  Cedar  Creek. 

He  has  written  on  diphtheria,  appendicitis  and  many  other  subjects 
for   medical   societies. 

Dr.  Horace  R.  Littleeield,  of  Portland,  Ore.,  after  having  been  gradu- 
ated from  the  Illinois  College  at  Jacksonville,  111.,  entered  Rush  Medical 
College  in  1867.  He  was  graduated  in  1870  and  began  practice  at  Mackinaw, 
111.  He  went  to  Lafayette,  Ore.,  in  1872  and  remained  there  until  1884,  when 
he  became  Chief  Surgeon  for  the  O.  R.  &  N.  and  the  N.  P.  Rys.  on  construc- 
tion work.  In  1888  was  with  the  Kalama  Ry.,  and  remained  till  1890,  when 
he  moved  to  Portland,  and  has  practiced  there  to  the  present  time.  He  mar- 
ried Miss  Anna  R.  Kerwin,  of  Chicago,  111.,  in  1869.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Oregon  State  Medical  Society. 

Dr.  Wieliam  Palmer,  of  Blajr,  Neb.,  matriculated  at  Rush  Medical  Col- 
lege in  1864.  He  was  graduated  in  1870,  when  he  began  practicing  in  Green 
River,  111.  He  moved  to  Blair,  Neb.,  in  1872,  where  he  still  is  in  active  prac- 
tice. He  has  taken  post  graduate  work  in  New  York  City.  In  1872  he  mar- 
ried Miss  Margaret  Davis,  of  Des  Moines,  la.,  and  has  had  five  daughters, 
three  of  whom  are  dead.  A  nephew,  A.  J.  Ryan,  attended  Rush.  He  served 
in  the  army  for  two  years  during  the  Civil  War.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Nebraska  State  Medical  Society,  of  the  Washington  Co.  Med.  Soc.,  and  of 
the  Soc.  of  R.  R.  Surgeons. 

Dr.  Z.  T.  Stanley,  of  Laclede,  Mo.,  after  attending  the  Paris  Academy 
and  the  University  of  Michigan,  entered  Rush  in  1869.  He  was  graduated  in 
the  class  of  1870  and  began  practice  in  Laclede,  Mo.,  the  same  year. 

He  took  general  post  graduate  work  in  Chicago  in  1895,  and  the  same 
year  married  Miss  Ella  B.  Griffin,  of  Glidden,  la.  He  has  one  son,  born 
in  1898. 

He  has  been  a  member  of  the  M.  E.  Church  since  1875.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Linn  Co.  (Mo.)  Medical  Society,  Missouri  State  Med.  Soc,  Am.  Med. 
Assn.  and  the  International  Association  of  R.  R.  Surgeons.
